CATTLE IN THE STREETS. 

It would not be a bad idea for the Chief of 
Police to issue a special order to the force to 
beon the lookout for the careless cowboys, 
who, in these summer days, wantonly disre- 
gard the city ordinances relating to the 
driving of cattle through the streets. The 
droves grow more numerous just as the 
weather grows warmer, and certain dis- 
tricts of the city have already been made un- 
comfortable by the apparition of vagrant 
hordes of thirsty-looking and ill-tempered 
steers, whoma slight amount of over-heat- 
ing and over-driving may easily render vi- 
cious. * 

The city ordinances are full and suf- 
ficient to prevent any complaint aris- 
ing from this score, but they are 


not enforced. When they were first enacted 
a few arrests and fines taught the avaricious 
drovers that it was cheaper to respect the 
requirements of public safety than it was to 
violate the law. Butin afew months the 
vigilance of the police was relaxed, and at 
present the people whose business calls 
them to drive cattle through the streets pay 
no attention whatever to the ordinances. 

If the Mayor or the Chief of Police would 
take the trouble to drive along Chouteau 
avenue or over the Jefferson avenue bridge 
about eight in the morning, the spectacle of 
the violation of the law would give a deep 
shock to their municipal patriotism. 


THE MORMON QUESTION. 
Mr. RoBINsoN, an Englishman, who spells 
his first name “Buri,” and who has seena 
good deal of life among the Moslems of In- 
dia, has been spending some time among the 
Mormons of Utah, and is enthusiastic in his 
praise of their many virtues. He says that 
in no Christian country has he ever found 
more consistent piety, sobriety and neighbor- 
ly charity. He detests polygamy, he says, 
&S much as any one, but regards the average 
Mormon as without apeer in commercial 
honesty, religious sincerity and other vir- 
tues of Christian civilization. Twenty-dol- 
lar bonnets and the other incidental expenses 
of polygamy, he believes, will destroy the 
the institution. 
Twenty-dollar bonnets do, as we all k now, 
powerfully discourage monogamy, but, 
as Mr. ROBINSON might have observed, 
in Utah, polygamy not only discourages hut 
utterly banishes the twenty-dollar bonnet. 
When a woman has an undivided lien on 
the purse and affections of her husband, her 
fancy naturally turns to thoughts of twenty- 
dollar bonnets, But when she must put up 
with only a tenth interest in a man, she 
knows that her dividend in the millinery 
line must be in proportion. 
The fact is that the Mormons practice 
polygamy for the same reasons that com- 
mend it te all barbarians—because it minis- 
ters to their baser passions and supplies 
them with the cheap labor of female slaves 
and their children. Itis not ealy ‘the twin 
relic,” but slavery itself, Barring only the 
chattel feature, and if there was power 
enough in our Government to abolish chattel 
slavery in fifteen States, it surely can wipe 
out the institution of harem slavery in 
Utah. The latter is as strictly “involun- 
tary servitude” as the former was, and the 
virtues attributed to the Mormon harem 
lords were seen in GreorGre WASHINGTON, 
Ropert E. Leg, STONEWALL JACKSON, 
and many thousands of our Southern slave- 
holders. They never gaye up their slaves,and 
all the moratists and economists in the world 
never could have convinced them that it was 
their duty and their interest te do so vol- 
untarily without pay. Compulsion was re- 
guired, and nothing but compulsion will 
ever abolish the sex slavery now established 
in Utah. Pity for the children yet unborn 
pleads for its speedy destruction. 
Nothing but the will is wanting. United 
States laws for the suppression of crime in 
the Indian Territory are enforced with sig- 
mal success \at Fort Smith, in the State of 
Arkansas. Make every polygamistin Utah 
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easily provide for all the destitution incident 
to the dissolution of polygamous family rela- 
tions. 


APPLYING THE RE =, 


A politician can cenerally be trusted to do 
the wrong thing under any circumstances, 
and the announcement that the new civil 
service reform rules would be misused to 


exclude women from entering the public 


service need astonish no one. 

As long as it was possible for favoritism 
and debauchery to permit all kinds of 
abuses to enter through the dour which ad- 
mitted women into the public service, it was 
not considered worth while to interpose any 
objection on the score of sex or inefflency or 
detriment to the service. The result was, 
that hundreds of deserving and hard-work- 
ing women were permitted to share In the 
right to earn a living. But there were only 
too many cases in which the service was dis- 
graced by the presence of unworthy favor- 
ites. , 

Now, when there is no room for unworthy 
favoritism; now that woman can enter the 
public service only on her merits and only 
when she has vindicated her fitness, we are 
told that the doors will be shut in her face, 
and that the heads of departments will ex- 
ercise their discretion by restricting the en- 
trance examination to males. 

The evidences are gathering that the civil 
service reform will be made as complete a 
farce as its conditions permit.

“THat’s something you wouldn’t see in a long 
time,” said a well-known tobacco dealer as a 
dudish young man walked away from the stand.

THE STRIKING MINERS. 


Unfounded Rumors of Trouble Yesterday— 
Another Amazonian Demonstration. 


An incursion of striking Miners from the Belle- 
Ville district Was expected yesterday at Collins- 
ville, and preparations were made by the operators 
to give them a warm reception. Work was car- 
ried on all day long at the Abbey machine mines, 
Nos. 3 and 4, where sixty men were at work. All 
of these miners were armed with revolvers ana 
breech-loading shot-guns. Almost all the mines 


now being operated are stockaded and watched 
night and day, while each of the ae miners 
keeps loaded shot-guns and revolvers by his side 
to be ready in case of emergency. It was report- 
ed in the city late yesterday afternoon that a band 
of 500 striking miners, bearing are contain- 
ing the words “Wages or Blood,” had left Belle- 
ville and started for the Abbey Mines, but this 
proved to be an exaggeration. A committee of 
two from the strikers called yesterday upon the 
owners of machine mines to learn what conces- 
sions the latter were willingto make, They failed 
to gaint any promise of concession, and, beiore re- 
tiring, said they would return to-day for a final 
answer. It is believed by many that this means 
there will be no further rioting until the machine 
operators have definitely statea their position. 
At_ Pinckneyville, Jacob Faust, his two sons 
and David Blum, while about to go to work in 
the Beaucoup mines were met by a delegate of 
fifteen women, armed with clubs and chunks of 
coal, who ordered them notto begin work. Mr. 
Becker, the operator, made his appearance, and 
told the men to go to work, but the women in- 
timidated them and they departed.
